ILaging on of tjanbs being an insignificant 
tiling, oitlg to benote ttje person orbaineb, it tjabing no 
potoer to conbeg ang ministerial gifts to ttje person so 
orbaineb, toe ratfier jubge it to be a prnnitibe ceremottg, 
suetj as tfie anointing of ttje sirft, anb ttje toasfiing of 
tjje feet, totjictj eeaseb toil?) tfje libes of ttje apostles, 
anb toittj ttje ertraorbinarg gift of tjealing, $rr. 

Ctjis letter, tfius toritten, toas brougtjt to ttje cfjurcfj 
for approbation, anb to be subsettbeb bg tfjem; but some 
rejeeteb it, anb replieb, ttjat ttjeg beliebeb anointing 
toittj oil, anb also laging on of fjanbs toe re otbinanees 
in ttje cijuretj, anb ougtjt still to be practiseb; tofitcij £ 
opposeb, anb guoteb ttje auttjors £ ijab reab against it; 
but to no purpose, for ttje letter ttjeg tooulb not sign, 
anb anottjer toas torit aceorbing to tfieir oton minbs. 
i3ut from ttjat time, £ toas left in great bareness of 
soul, so ttjat £ oftentimes guestioneb mg interest in 
Christ Jesus, anb £ ftept mang bags of fasting anb 
praget, for ttje return of ttje ligfit of ©ob’s countenance; 
anb ttjus £ eontinueb for ttje space of about ttoo tnontijs, 
'till at lengti) being at St. Edmund’s Bury, in Suffolk, 
totoarbs ttje latter enb of December, £ toas besireb to 
ptag toittj a gentleman anb tooman, tofiirfi fiab been 
long afflictcb; anb totjilst£ toas atprager, £ toas muefi 
in ttje barft, anb tfiougfit £ Ijab more neeb to prag for 
mgself tljan otfiers, totjictj £ bib in ttjese toorbs: fflSJfig 
fiast ttjou left me, © Horb, tofig fiast tfiou tjib tfig face 
from me?

denied tits ordinances, viz. anointing, anti taping on of 
bands: £ replied again in tnp oWn soul, ILord! if £ did 
know tbep Were tfjg ordinances, £ Would not Willinglp 
denp them, nor no ottiec. So tfjen £ Was conbinced, that 
the ordinance of taping on of bands, and anointing 
toitij oil, bicrc continued in ttjc church; and ttjat if £ 
practised ttjem, tije fiord Would obm ttjem. I ttjen, upon 
ttjis resotbe of mind, bad mp desires granted, for tfje 
fiord did lift up the ligtjt of kid countenance upon me, 
and mp proper bias turned into praises; and token E 
bad concluded mp praper (ttje gentlewoman being lame 
of a dead palsp on one side) I said to fjer, distress,
